Sir John Rutherford’s Orpen 
finished second in front of Lord 
Rosebery’s Sandwich, with Marcel 
Boussac’s Goyescas fourth. 

Acrowd of 750,000, including 
King George and the royal family, 
saw the son of Pharos Una-Cam- 
eron gallop home in front of 
other 3-year-olds. 

The sun broke through the clouds 


at noon to cheer the thousands 
gathered for the race. 

Cameronian was nearly mobbed 
when he was taken out for morn- 
ing exercise a few hours before the 
race. v 

For miles all roads were glutted 
with traffic and progress toward 
the track was a slow motion pic- 
ture. 

Half Million People Presént. 

By 1 o'clock it was estimated 
that already a half-million people 
were on the scene, with long lines 
of all. types of conveyances and 
snake-like lines of pedestrians stifl 
making their way over the beauti- 
ful rolling downs country.

Race Worth $60,000. 

The race was worth about $60,- 
000 to the winner while $20,000,- 
000 were distributed through the 
Irish Sweepstakes and _ smaller 
sweeps. This year’s 148th renewal 
of the turf’s oldest race was gen- 
erally said to be the biggest ‘“‘mon- 
ey race’ of English racing history. 

Cameronian was the first fay- 
orite to win in recent years. The 
colt was installed the choice soon 
after his victory in the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas and up to post time 
was a good thing at 4 to 1. 

Cameronian was clocked in the 
good time of 2:363-5 for the 
gruelligg mile and one-half up and 
down hill journey. With Freddy 
Fox in the pilot seat, the DeWar 
colt kept close to the pace through- 
out the journey and once he start- 
ed running in the stretch, he was 
not to be beaten. a 

The large field got away good, 
with Jockey Taylor taking Callini 
out in front. Close behind, however. 
followed Cameronian bunched with 
Grindleton, Lemonition, Estate Duty 
and Reveillon. At the half-way 
mark Gallini was still out in front. 
but Fox had a tight hold on Cam- 
eronian, not far off the pace in 
fifth place. 

Rounding famous Tattenham 
Corner, Gallini continued to set a 
burning pace, but Cameronian had 
moved up into third place, behind 
Armagnac, with Orpen and Sand- 
wich also improving their positions. 

Cameronian Takes Lead. 

As the field swung into the 
stretch, Gallini and Armagnac 
dropped back, with Orpen and 
Cameronian moving out in front. 
With a few quick bounds Camero- 
nian opened up what appeared to 
be a safe lead, but Orpen and 
Sandwich challenged in the final 
furlong. 

The runner-up and _ third-place 
horses were not equal to the task, 
however, as Fox set down to give 
the favorite a great ride. With the 
vast crowd cheering for the Dewar 
color bearer to “come on,’’ Cam- 
eronian galloped past the judges’ 
stand with the race well in hand. 

Goyescas got up in time to take 
fourth place, with Gallini dropping 
back to fifth. Pomme D’Api, seek- 
ing the second straight Derby tri- 
umph for the Aga Khan, battled 
Jacopo down the stretch and just 
managed to get the nod for sixth 
place, with the American colt sev- 
enth. 

Although Fox topped the list of 
winning jockeys last year, it was 
the first time he had ever ridden a 
Derby winner.

DR. PEPER, HEAD 
OF CONCORDIA 4 
VEARS, DES AT 78 


As Doctrinal Leader of Mis- 
souri Synod, He Taught 
Three - Fourths of 3500 


Lutheran Pastors. 


BORN IN GERMANY; 
TO U. S. AT AGE OF 18 


Succeeded to Presidency of 
Seminary in .1887, After 
Death of the Rev. Dr. 
Ferdinand Walther. 


The Rev. Dr. Francis Pieper, 
president for 44 years of Concordia 
Seminary, and doctrinal leader of 
the nationwide body known as the 
Missouri Synod of the Lutheran 
Church, died at 1 a, m. today of 
cancer at his home on the semin- 
ary grounds. He would have been 
79 years old June 27. 

The funeral will be held Satur- 
day afternoop, but the hour and 
the place have not been deter- 
mined. 

Of the 3500 pastors now in active 
service in the Lutheran Church, 
Missouri Synod, it is estimated that 
three-fourths have been pupils of 
Dr. Pieper, who also has trained 
many ministers not now living. 

He was born in the Province of 
Pomerania, Germany, and took a 
classical course in Colberg Gym- 
nasium. He came to the United 
States with his mother, when he 
| was 18, and lived first in Wisconsin. 


He studied in Northwestern Univer- 
sity, where he was in the graduat- 


Louis and began 
his theological studies in Concordia 
Seminary. 


Served in Wisconsin Pulpits. 


After a three-year course in Con- 
cOrdia, the young minister served 
for three years in Wisconsin pas- 
torates. In 1878 he was called 
back to Concordia Seminary, where 
he began his long career as profes- 
sor of doctrinal theology. 

In 1887, after the death of the 
Rev. Dr. Ferdinand Walther, pa- 
triarch of the Missouri Synod, Dr. 
Pieper succeeded to the presidency 
of Concordia Seminary. At that 
time, the seminary had been for 
four years in its location at 3635 
South Jefferson avenue. Its grad- 
uates were then, as they are still, 
being sent to all parts of the Unit- 
ed States and to various foreign 
countries. 

In the last decade, the growth of 
the seminary made it necessary to 
seek a new !ocation, and the pres- 
ent site in the De Mun tract, south- 
west of Forest Park, was obtained. 
The Seminary’s present buildings 
were occupied five years ago, and 
President Pieper delivered the ded- 
icatory address in Latin. Radio 
Station KFUO, connected with the 
seminary, was installed at the old 
building in 1924, and was removed 
with the institution. 

Ill for Several Months. 


From 1899 to 1911 Dr. Pieper 


was president of the Missouri Sy- 


nod. He was editor of Lehre und 
Wehre, a church publication, and 
was author of doctrinal books in 
German and English. 

Last January, when the nature 
of his illness was determined by a 
medical examination, he retired 
from active charge of the seminary, 
which has since been directed by 
Dean John H. C. Fritz The grad- 
uation exercises, today and tomor- 
row, will not be interrupted be- 
cause of the president’s death. 

Dr. Pieper is survived by his 
widow, formerly Miss Minnie 
Koehn, Sheboygan, Wis., four sons, 
of whom three are Lutheran min- 
isters, and six daughters, of whom 
five are wives of Lutheran min- 
isters. 

The sons and daughters are~the 
Rev. Francis Pieper Jr., Cleveland, 
O.; the Rev. Theodore Picper, San 
Francisco; the Rev. Eric Pieper, 
Rockville, Conn.; Arthur Pieper, 
Chicago; Mrs. Paula Cloeter, Lid- 
gerwood, N. D.; Mrs. Rudolph 
Ressmeyer, Baltimore; Mrs. George 
Schmidt, Winnipeg, Man.; Mrs. L.

BRUNK DEFENSE 
WITNESS TELLS

Effort Made to Show Fi- 
nance.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 3.—At 
the beginning of the defense in the 
State Treasurer Brunk i:npeach- 
ment case before the Senate, J. 
Kenneth Edlin, president of the 
Provident State Securities Co. of 
Chicago, from whom Brunk oOb- 
tained $10,000, today related the 
circumstances under which the 
money was advanced. 

Edlin testified that it was a lean 
made to the Treasurer with whom 
he had been acquainted about a 
year, and of whom he had “grown 
fond.” Jt was on the day the Bank 
of Aurora closed that Edlin met 
Brunk in Kansas City and arrange- 
ments for the $10,000 were made. 

“Brunk was very much dis- 
turbed,’’ Edlin testified. ‘He 
thought that the Attorney-General 
and State Finance Commissioner 
Cantley were attempting to embar- 
rass him by closing the bank. 


Demanded Collateral. 


“tHe told me that he had about 
$10,000 of secured loans in the 
bank, and asked me if it would be 
possible to raise the money to take 
up the loans. I told him I would 
lend him the money if I received 
the collateral on deposit in the 
bank. 

“He telephoned to either E. R. 
Adams, president, or M. T. Easley, 
cashier, or the bank and told them 
that he was going to take up his 
loans and that the money would be 
there. He also told them to inform 
Cantley that the loans would be 
paid. 

“He signed a note for the $10,000 
at that time and was to obtain his 
wife’s signature and mail it to me. 
It was agreed that I should send 
him a check for the $10,000 as soon 


'as I got to Chicago the next day.’ 


It developed in the testimony 
that Edlin first met Brunk in May, 
1929, at the Jefferson Hotel in St. 
Louis. They were introduced by a 
bond dealer who represented Ed- 
lin’s firm. There were meetings at 
various times after that until early 
in 1930, when Edlin arranged a 
conference with Brunk in St. Louis. 

Edlin said that his company had 
decided to buy several country 
banks in Missouri to have an out- 
let for securities it was marketing. 
Brunk, he said, told him he 
thought a controlling interest in 
the Bank of Aurora could be pur- 
chased. Brunk suggested that Eas- 
ley would be a good man to make 
up a list of banks to be bought by 
Edlin’s company. 

Edlin testified that he and 
Brunk went to Aurora and that 
negotiations were opened for the 
purchase of the bank, Edlin to 
purchase $50,000 of additional cap- 
ital stock which was to be issued. 

Immediately after that Edlin 
became ill and nothing was done 
toward completing the purchase. In 
May, Edlin said, he recovered and 
telephoned Brunk, who told him 
that ‘‘ssomething had happened in 
the office” which indicated that it 
might not be a good purchase. 


Previous Loan to Brunk. 


At this point Brunk’s attorney, 
John G. Madden, asked a question 
about the $10,000 advanced _ to 
Brunk. Edlin disclosed that he 
had made loans to Brunk before 
advancing the $10,000, but Madden 
interrupted him and the question of 
previous loans was not gone into at 
the time, Edlin being led to relat- 
ing the circumstances of the $10,- 
000 loan. 

Answering a question by Madden, 
asked apparently for the purpose of 
explaining Edlin’s willingness to 
advance the money, Edlin said: “I 
became very fond of Mr. Brunk be- 
cause of the history of his life. 
starting as a miner and working up 
to State Treasurer.” 

In the beginning of his examina- 

on, Edlin related the circum- 
stances of his employment of Wil- 
liam H. Norwine, the salesman, who 
represented the company in the 
sale of the Pierre Chouteau apart- 
ment house bonds, and of the under- 
writing of the bonds by the Edlin 
company. The _ prosecution has 
charged a conspiracy involving 
Brunk, Edlin and Norwine, by 
which Brunk assisted Edlin and 
Norwine in the sale of the bonds to 
banks which were State deposito-

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BISHOP CANNON SUES 


Files Action Against Repre- 
sentative Tinkham Based on 
Newspaper Article.

WASHINGTON, 
James Cannon Jr. filed suit in the 
District of Columbia Supreme 
Court today against Representative 
Tinkham (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
for $500,000 for alleged libel. 

Cannon based his charges upon 
the charges Tinkham made in con- 
nection with his 1928 anti-Smith 
campaign activities. 

The Southern Methodist Bishop 
alleged that Tinkham had written 
and caused to be published on 
June 19, 1930, an article charging 
him with violating the Federal 
Corrupt Practices act. 

The article, the Bishop’s suit 
said, accused him of failing to ac- 
count for $48,300 of a fund of 
$65,300 received from E. C. Jame- 
son, a New York capitalist,.for use 
in opposing the candidacy of for- 
mer Gov. Smith for the presidency. 

Bishop Cannon's brief said he 
had always complied with all laws 
in all activities in which he was 
concerned, including the 1928 elec- 
tion, and had only refused to sub- 
ject. himself to “unjust and un- 
scrupulous” attacks. 

His brief said he had been great- 
ly injured in his good name and 


moral leader by the statements al- 
leged to have been made by Tink- 
ham in the newspaper article. He 
asked $250,000 cempensatory and 
the same amount as punitive dam- 
ages. 

The suit apparently was based 
on a statement Tinkham gave 
newspaper men @ year ago in 
which he repeated charges he had 
made on the House floor. Bishop 
Cannon had called him a “bliuster- 
ing, cowardly congressman” for 
making the charges under the 
cloak of immunity from libel pro- 
ceedings which shields congression- 
al speeches. 

In his speech on the floor, Tink- 
ham had demanded that Cannon 
make an accounting of the $48,300 
and said that until he did he “will 
stand convicted in the eyes of all 
honest men.”

ROME, June 3.—Several leaders 


of Catholic young people’s organ- 
izations have been arrested on po- 


litical warrants signed by the 
prefect. After being questioned 
they were held for further dispo- 
sition; which may mean confine- 
ment to the penal island of Lipari. 

Among those arrested was At- 
torney Corsanego, honorary gener- 
al president of the Italian Catholic 
young people’s organization. He 
received from the prefect a “po- 
litical admonition’’ such as usually 
immediately precedes exile to Li- 
pari. 

Fascists Issue Statement, 

The directorate of the Fascist 
party, headed by Premier Musso- 
lini, tonight issued a call to all fas- 
cists to defend their achievements 
against anti-fascists ‘‘under what- 
ever banner,” a phrase which was 
interpreted as_ referring to the 
Catholic Action organization. 

The directors, after a long meet- 
ing in Mussolini’s office, issued a 
statement in which they “declared 
their respect for the church,” its 
head and its leaders, but “firmly 
decided not to tolerate a situation 
under which whatever remains of 
anti-fascisism should find a refuge 
and a protection under whatever 
banner, new or old.”’ 

‘We order,” the official state- 
ment said, “the 9000 fascist groups 
of Italy to guide their action by 
these directions, remembering that 
those who fell for the revolution 
demand that it be defended at 
whatever cost.” 

Pope Ridicules Mussolini. 

Pope Pius XI in a speech 
last night to the College of 
Chaplains of Immigrants ridiculed 
official statements made by the 
Fascist Government of Italy in ex- 
planation and justification of the 
dissoluation of Catholic Action 
clubs and other Catholic, non-Fas- 
cist organizations. 

Premier Mussolini, the Pope said, 
violated the right of the church to 
form and guide young people and 
violated also the nattral law “made 
for the good of souls,’’ under which 
men form themselves into associa- 
tions. 

He denounced the Government's 
official communique, asserting that 
Catholic societies “‘not directly con- 
nected with the Nationalist-Fascist 
party” had been dissolved “with- 
out the slightest incident.” 

The phrase not “‘directly connect- 
ed with the Nationalist Fascist 
party,” the: Pope said, did not re- 
fer to organizations directly con- 
nected with a regime or with a 
state,” but with a party—as if a 
party could give that which no hu- 
man regime, government or state 
can give.” 

“Irreverence and Indecencies.” 
As for the phrase “without the 
slightest incident,” the Pope de- 
Clared: “That expression is worth 
It is enough to think 
of all the incidents, the irreveren- 
cies, indecencies and vandalism in 
Rome and in the smaller cities: in 
enjoy extrae- 
territorialty. It is enough to co.- 
sider the offenses to the person of 
the Supreme Pontiff.

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FALSE RECORDS 
ON THO BILL 


Expunges Journal Entries 
Showing That They 
Passed Whereas They 
Were Defeated.. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR 


ERROR NOT FIXED. 


One of Deleted Measures 
Has Been Signed by Gov- 
ernor and Its Status Is in 
Question.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 3. — 


Charges that part of the official. 


records of the House of Repre- 
sentatives which show the recon- 
sideration and final passage of two 
bills which had been defeated 
were incorrect, were sustained by 
the House late yesterday through 
adoption of a minority report of a 
apecial committee which investigat- 
ed the records, recommending ex- 
punging of the records purporting 
to show final passage of the two 
bills from the House Journal. This 
was done, leaving only the entries 
recording defeat of the bills. 

Adoption of the report followed 
charges on the floor of the Honse 
by Representative T. J. Roney 
of Jasper County, that neither bill 
had been legally passed by the 
House. Roney charged the roll 
calls entered in the journal as hav- 
ing been cast for final passage of 
the bills, following journal entries 
of a reconsideration of the vote by 
which the bills previously had been 
defeated, were “false roll calls.” 

The action of the House in strik- 
ing from its journal a record of 
passage of a bill, on the ground of 
irregularities, is said to be without 
precedent in the history of the Mis- 
souri House. 


Responsibility Not Fixed. 


The minority report adopted by 
the House, which was made by 
Representatives Jerome M. Joffee 
of Kansas City, chairman of the 
committee, and R. Earle Hodges of 
Callaway County, did not fix re- 


sponsibility for entries in the jour-/ 


nal, which were attached. The re- 
port stated the evidence obtained 
by the committee that the House 
never had passed the bills, justi- 
fied expunging the record showing 
passage of the measures. 

One of the measures, Senate bill 
186, by Senator Harlan of Gaines- 
ville, which would have yequired all 
motor vehicles driven over Missouri 


highways to be equipped with a 


patent device to contain the own- 
er’s certificate of ownership, was 
vetoed by Gov. Caulfield last May 
21, after he received numerous pro- 
tests against it. The bill would 
have required payment of an an- 
nual fee of 50 cents to the Serre- 
tary of State’s department for the 
device. The fee, it is estimated, 
would have exceeded $380,000 an- 
nually. 

The other bill, Senate bill No. 
427, by Senator Nolte of St. Louis, 
recently was signed by the Gov- 
ernor. It provides exemption from 
taxation on personal property for 
stock insurance companies organ- 
ized in Missouri, and substitutes in 
lieu of such taxes an annual tax 
of 2 per cent on premium collec- 
tions. It was estimated the bill 
would save such companies in ex- 
ces Of $100,000 a year in taxes. 

The insurance tax bill, while 
signed by the Governor, would not 
have become effective until 90 
days after final adjournment of the 
Legislature. 

Status of Signed Bill in Doubt. 

Attorneys in the House declared 
the striking out of the records 
showing it passed would invalidate 
the bill. They were uncertain, in 
the absence of precedent, whether 
the bill could be recalled or wheth- 
er the question of invalidity would 
have to be raised later in some 
court proceeding to prevent the bill 
from becoming effective. 

‘The House defeated a motion by 
Representative Herman Barken of 
St. Louis County, a member of the 
Investigating Committee, that ad- 
ditional time be given the commit- 
tee to investigate. The House also 
decisively defeated a majority re- 
port of three of the five members 
of the committee, that it be not 
required to submit its findings un- 
til Thursday, in order to make 
further ihquiries. The majority 


. report was made by Barken, Rep- 


resentative Austin E. Huston of 
Putnam County, and Representa- 
tive E. A. Duensing of Lafayette 
County. 

A resolution calling for the in- 
vestigation introduced by Joffee 
was adopted when the House re- 
convened Monday afternoon, fol- 
lowing a recess since May 22.

What the Records Show. 


The records showed Senate bill 

186 was defeated on April 30, 
when first called up, falling 30 
votes short of the required major- 
ity. The Journal contained en- 
tries that on May 2, the last day 
before the recess, the adverse vote 
was reconsidered, on a motion by 
Representative James T. Blair of 
Cole County, Democratic majority 
floor leader, and the bill then 
passed by a vote of 80 to 24. 
The records showed Senate Dill 
427 was defeated on April 30, fall- 
ing 40 votes short of a majority. 
An unsuccessful attempt to recon- 
sider that vote was made May l. 
The journal contained entries that 
on May 2 the vote by which the 
bill failed was reconsidered on a 
motion by Blafér.* It shows’ that 
Representative Keating of Kansas 
City, who had obtained the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the Dill 
before it failed, moved reconsider- 
ation of the vote by which the 
amendment was adopted, and that 
motion was recordéd as prevail- 
ing. The record states Keating 
then withdrew the amendment, 
and that the bill was passed by a 
vote of 79 to 18. Keating stated 
before the committee and before 
the House that he never had made 
such motions, or withdrawn’ the 
amendment, and said he would not 
have made such a motion had the 
bill been called up for reconsidera- 
tion. 
He said he was present at the 
time the bill was sai.. to have been 
reconsidered and that it was not 
called up. In the circumstances, the 
bill could not have been carried on 
the House records as finally passed 
without elimination of the Keating 
amendment, as otherwise it would 
have had to go back to the Senate 
for concurrence in the admend- 
ment. Speaker Nelson told’ the 
committee the two bills were re- 
considered and passed, through 
unanimous consent to use of pre- 
vious roll calls. He said this was 
done at a late hour the night of 
May 2, immediately after the 
Hiouse had passed the last of the 
appropriation bills and just before 
it took a recess until June 1. 


Testimony on Disputed Bills. 


Blair told the committee he had 
made the reconsideration motions 
the night of May 2, and that the. 
bills had been passed by unanimous 
ocnsent to use previous roll calls, 
but said he could not fix the exact 
time. Representatives Heege of 
St. Louis County, and Elmer of 
Dent County, said that they had 
hazy recollections of such motion 
being made by Blair but could not 
fix the time or recall the circum- 
stances. 

The committee took the state- 
ments of about 30 other House 
members, who said they were pres- 
ent at the time fixed by Speaker 
Nelson, and could not recall any 
such action. Several were oppo- 
nents of one or both of the bills 
and indicated they would have ob- 
jected to the use of a previous roll 
call for the passage of either bill. 
This practice of passing bills by a 
previous roll call was necessary, as 
a quorum of the House was not 
present on May 2. 

Several House members, among 
them supporters of one or both 
bills, said they were present at all 
times the House was in session on 
May 2, and were positive neither 
bill had been called up for recon- 
sideration, or passed. At that time 
the House was working under a 


resolution previously adopted, limit- 
ing it to consideration of appro- 


priation bills and Senate amend- 
ments to House bills. 

H. C. Adair, official reporter or 
the House, who makes a record of 
all official proceedings of the 
House said he was present at ali 
times the House was in session the 
night of May 2, and that neithe: 
bill was called up in the House for 
reconsideration or passage. 

Hugo Loeffler of Jefferson City, 
a minute clerk, said he wrote the 
entries relating to reconsideration 
and passage of the bills, but @e- 
clared he could not recall the cir- 
cumstances. He said there war 
considerable confusion in the 
House the night of May 2. 

In discussing the matter before 
the House, Roney said that while 
it was stated a previous roll call 
had been used to pass the bills ex- 
amination of the journal for 10 or 
15 days previous to May 2 dis- 
closed no roll call corresponding to 
those shown in the journal for the 
two bilis. 

“I defy anyone to get up hem 
and tell us that these bills were 
put through this House open and 
above board with all of us under- 
Standing wheat was going on,”’ 
Roney said. 

No defense of the journal en- 
tries.showing passage of the bills 
was made on the floor of the 
House by any member when the 
House had the matter under con- 
sideration. 


RESULTS OF BERLIN PAPER'S 
QUESTIONNAIRE ON WAR GUILT 


BERLIN, June 3.—The Berliner 
Montagshefte publishes in its June 
issue what it says is the result of 
a questionnaire on Germany's war 
guilt sent to 70 prominent his- 
torians and jurists of the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Italy 
and European neutral countries. 

Three questions were asked. In 
answer to the first, “Did Germany, 
in your opinion, purposely plan and 
bring about the World War?” The 
vote was 53 no, 12 indefinite and 
5 yes. To the second question, 
“Do you believe Germany forced 
the war on the Allied and Associat- 
ed Powers?” 49 answered no, 13 
were indefinite and 8 yes. In an- 
swer to the third, “Do you believe 
the Versailles Verdict was based 
upon incomplete biased and partly 
falsified evidence,” 51 said yes, 13 
were indefinite and one voted no. 

Americans who returned answers 


favorable to Germany included 
William L. Langer of Bismarck, 
N. D., Kurt Laves of Chicago, 


Ferdinand Scheville of Berkeley, 
Cal., Charles E. Tansill of Wash- 
ington, and Frederick Bausman of 
Seattle, Wash. Bernadotte Schmitt 
of Chicago and Preston W. Slosson 
of Ann Arbor, Mich., returned ad- 
verse verdicts.

In the. first 
quarter of an hour 450 shares of 
stock and $14,000 in bonds had 
been taken. 

Only a small group of brokers 
was present to witness the open- 
ing, and the only spectators were 
the 40 or more persons, including 
traders, on the floor. The small 
space back of a brass rail, provided 
for spectators in the new quarters, 
was vacant. 

In the half hour preceding the 
opening, members spent their time 
in testing private telephones to 
their offices, in receiving cigars 
marking the occasion, in shaking 
hands with officers, and examining 
cards on gifts of flowers. 

The new floor, somewhat larger 
than that occupied on the fifth 
story of the Security Building, is 
arranged on much the same plan 
as that used in the old quarters.

TO STEM RISING DISCONTENT 


Educator Warns Against Contemplative In- 
action — “Masses Will Not Long 
Suffer Penury,” He Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 3.—President 
Nicholas Murray Butler, address- 
ing an audience of 20,000 at the 
commencement exercises at Colum- 
bia University yesterday, warned 
civilized nations that they must 
rouse themselves from their “leth- 
argy of contemplative inaction” 
and act promptly to prevent po- 


litical and economic revolution 
from sweeping over the _ entire 
world. « 


He advised that use of “lust for 
power or greed for gain to public 
disadvantage” be made increasingly 
difficult, and that nations allay dis- 
content and remove temptations to 
disorder . 

“Today progressive and enlight- 
ened liberalism is everywhere true 
conservatism,” Dr. Butler said. 
“Stubborn resistance to betterment 
may well be the first step toward 
catastrophe. : 

“Why is that progress, in which 
we take such pride, so uncertain 
and, indeed, so inconsequent in 
meeting not only the hopes, but 
the needs, of so many human be- 
ings?” 

Interests in Common Mold. 

Dr. Butler said that “Science and 
the practical applications of sci- 
ence have within a few decades rev- 
olutionized the practical conditions 
of life;” “that they have almost del 
stroyed the efforts of distance in 
space and time,” and “have cast 
the interests of men, however re- 
motely they may be placed, in a 
common mold. 

“Yet masses of food material are 
produced, now in the United States, 


now in Argentina, now in the Valley 


of the Danube, and no market is 
found for them, while not far away 
thousands upon thousands of hu- 
man beings are in want of food. 

“These are all familiar facts. 
They have been stated over and over 
again. The only possible reason for 
restating them is that nothing ade- 
quate or even earnest is being done 
in regard to the grave matters to 
which they relate. Repetition is 
perhaps the only way by which a 
sluggish, a self-centered and a som- 
nolent public opinion can be stirred 
to look deeply into these questions 
before it is too late. Too late for 
what? ‘Too late to stem the tide of 
discontent, of disorder and ‘of po- 
litical and economic revolution.” 

Gap in the System. 

“Great masses ot men will not 
indefinitely sit quietly by and see 
themselves and those dependent 
upon them reduced to want while 
civilization has so much to offer. 
Somewhere and somehow there is a 
gap, a want of balance, in our s0- 
cial, our economic, and our politi- 


cal system which we have not 
found ways or means to fill. 

“The revolutionaries feel no 
need of property, of family, of 


faith, of God. They call only for 
the absolute negation of everything 
which for more than 3000 years 
has meant what we have called 
progress. 

“If we are effectively to allay 
discontent and successfully to re- 
move temptation to disorder and 
revolution, we dare not sit indef- 
initely in contemplative inaction. 
The challenge is too peremptory 
and too ominous.”

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BANKER GETS 5 10 7 YEARS 
IN ASHEVILLE (N. C.) COURT 


W. B. Davis, Ex-Head of Defunct 
Depository, to Appeal; Bond 
Set at $10,000.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., June 3.— 
Wallace B. Davis, former president 
of the defunct Central Bank & 
Trust Co. here, today was sen- 
tenced to serve five ‘to seven years 
in State’s prison for violation of the 
State banking laws. 

Counsel for Davis filed notice of 
appeal to the Supreme Court from 
the sentence and bond was set at 
$10,000. 

Davis was found guilty several 
weeks ago of causing a false report 
of the bank’s condition prior to its 
closing to be published. The bank 
failed last fall with $20,000,000 on 
deposit, including $8,000,000 in 
funds of Buncombe County and the 
city of Asheville.

President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service, when asked his 
plans for opening the cutoff and 
the viaduct, said he would investi- 
gate the situation to determine 
what could be done. “I think we 
could open Park road as Soon as it 
is ready,” he said. “I don’t ‘*xnow 
whether it will be desirable to open 
the whole viaduc’: a3 soon as the 
paving is done or to hold it until 
the stone railings are ehtirely erect- 
ed. Traffic might interfere with 
the railing work.” 

The stone contractor, who has 
been at work for 10 days, said he 
would require 10 days or two weeks 
more to finish. He is using a 
large crane in the roadway to 
hoist the heavy stone blocks. Kin- 
sey conceded that it would seem a 


long delay to keep the viaduct: 


closed for a week or more between 
the completion of the paving and 
of the railing. 

Park Road Paved. 

The, paving gontractor and city 
inspectors on the job announced 
that all the paving could be laid 
by Saturday night, if weather did 
not interfere. Park road, as a mat- 
ter of fact, is paved, and to make 
it available would require laying of 
Only about 125 feet of asphalt in 
Lindell drive, at the east end of 
the work. This could be done 
within a few hours. The city's 
representatives directing the lay- 
ing were planning yesterday to ar- 
range their schedule so that it 
would be done by tomorrow night. 

Asphalt has been completed also 
on Wnion boulevard, up to the 
center of the viaduct, and the 
placing of asphalt on Union drive, 
leading to the bridge from Forest 
Park, was begun yesterday after- 
noon. On the west leg of the four- 
pointed crossing, about half of the 
pavement has been laid on Lindell 
drive, 

25 Men at Work. 

A force of about 25 men and 
three steam rollers is engaged in 
the paving. City ,engineers and 
the contractor said it would not be 
practical and efficient to put a 
larger crew on the work. The con- 
tractor’s asphalt mixing plant has 
been going at virtual capacity, de- 
livering a five-ton truck load of 
material to. the bridge every 10 
minutes. On Monday 315 tons 
were laid and yesterday about 259 
tons. The first asphalt was laid 
on the new concrete base on May 
18. Since then the crew lost two 
and a half days because of rain, 
but it worked one Sunday. 

City representatives said the east 
end of Lindell drive was left un- 
paved for the time being in order 
to provide the most direct route 
for trucks to deliver the hot ma- 
terial from the mixing plant. It 
was found impossible to route the 
trucks through Forest Park be- 
cause Of a comparatively weak 
bridge over the old River des 
Peres channel. Last week the con- 
tractor was concentrating on the 
paving of the new Grand drive in 
the park, another phase of the 
railroad grade separation. 

Roads Frequently Closed. 

Union drive, in Forest Park, was 
closed by the River des Peres con- 
version work first, on Oct. 27, 
1929. Four'days later the Lindell- 
Union intersection was blockaded 
by the sewer, but this spot was 
reopened Jan. 14, 1930. Union 
drive was reopened April 11, 1930. 
The viaduct work has kept the 
Lindell-Union intersection out of

Gas expressed in volume (cubic 
feet) does not correctly show the 
service rendered, as a cubic foot 
of gas containing 600 B. T. U. 
is considerably more valuable than 
gas containing 500 B. T. U. per 
cubic foot, although on a volume 
basis the amount of gas would 
be shown identically the same.” 

It is also understood that the 
change is in preparation for the 
possible introduction of natural 
gas in mixture with manufactured 
gas. This would result in a high- 
er B. T. U. content. °' E. L. White, 
comptroller of the company, said 
that in case of introduction of 
natural gas any change in the B. 
T. U. standard and the rates would 
have to be submitted to the Public 
Service Commission for approval, 
and rates would have to be equal 
on either basis.

Stalin Avoids Public, Has Sense 
of Humor, Is Fond of 
Ballet. 


(Copyright. 1931.) 

MOSCOW, June 3.—Joseph Sta- 
lin, Russia’s dictator—who,  inci- 
dentally, insists that he is no dic- 
tator but merely ‘“‘general secretary 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Communist party’—has none of 
Mussolini’s stern and rockbound 
aspect. 

The “man of steel” is a Geor- 
gian, and some of the sunshine of 
Géorgia’s southern climate runs in 
the veins of his race. 

So Stalin laughs freely, seems 
to have a sense of humor and to 
enjoy a joke hugely. Sometimes 
his lapses into jocularity are dis- 
concerting to his lieutenants. Wit- 
ness what occurred at the recent 
all-union congress of Soviets. Sta- 
lin, sitting on the platform § sur- 
rounded by commissars and high 
officials, told stories, jokes and 
chuckled intermittently while his 
disciple, the Premier Molotov, was 
reading solemnly a long “speech 
from: the throne.” 

However, those who have 
watched Stalin closely recently 
wonder whether the cares of vast 
power and heavy responsibility are 
not sobering and ageing him. Gray 
is beginning to show in his luxuri- 
ant black hair and lines are show- 
ing in his usually smooth and 
pleasant countenance. * 

Of the personal tastes of the 
Soviet leader little is known be- 
yond the fact that he is fond of 
the Russian ballet, which he at- 
tends frequently, alone and shield- 
ed by a screen in his box from the 
public gaze. He hates public ap- 
pearances; his big car drives up to 
the side entrance of the state the- 
ater and he slips in with two or 
three friends, who really act as 
bodyguards.

Publisher Thinks Liquor Sale 
Revenue Could Pay Debt 
in Five Years. 


—— 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, June 3.—William 


Randolph Hearst, the publisher, in 
a radio address last night urged 
the Federal Government to borrow 
$5,000,000,000 to restore prosperity 
and suggested that it could pay off 
the debt in five years by abolishing 
prohibition. 


“This is not a time to reduce 
the national debt through burden- 
some taxation and thereby reduce 
prosperity,” he said. “It is a time 
to increase the national debt and 
increase the expenditure of the 
Government in public works, in 
the pg oe | of labor, and 
thereby increas® prospérity. Then 
out of prosperity to pay off the 
debt.’”’ 


“And,” he added, “if the G@vern- 
ment desires further-to increase its 
income let it end this folly of pro- 
hibition which does not prohibit, 
and substitute Government control 
of the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of alcoholic beverages, and so 
secure for itself, on the basis of 
the figures of Canada’s excise in- 
come, an additional income of a 
billion dollars a year. 


“That excise income to the Unit- 
ed States Government of a billion 
dollars a year would in itself pay 
off in five years $5,000,000,000 
borrowed and spent to restore 
prosperity.” 


Hearst gave “over-capitalization” 
as the cause of the depression in 
his address, broadcast over a na- 
tional radio hookup of the Colum- 
bia System. He criticised industry 
for failing to use the increased in- 
come it received during the period 
of prosperity for “higher wages 
and shorter working hours” for 
its employes. 

“If this had been done,” he said, 
“the shorter workine hours would 
obviously have prevented any lack 
of emplpyment.”’ 

“And,” he added, “if wages had 
been increased in proportion to the 
productivity of modern machinery 
and the consequent increase in the 
profits of industry, the purchasing 
power of the public would have 
been increased and the consump- 
tion of all kinds of goods and prod- 
ucts would have been maintained 
at a high level, or raised to a still 
higher level.” 

Instead, he sail, industry so in- 
creased its capitalization that there 
“was no money left to build up the 
purchasing power of the masses 
and maintain the conditions which 
made for prosperity.” 

Hearst’s plan was taken up today 
by William I. Sirovich, Democratic 
Congressman from New York, in a 
telegram to President Hoover.

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COUNCIL OF CHURCHES 


Northern Presbyterians Demand 
It ‘Hold Its Peace’ on Birth 
Control and Such Issues. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURG, June 3.—The Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ 
in America today stood rebuked by 
the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the U. 8S. A. 
(Northern) for the report approv- 
ing birth control issued by a com- 
mittee of the Federal Council. 

The assembly yesterday adopted : 
a resolution saying “The General 4% 
Assembly disapproves ecclesiastical yi 
pronouncements on the subject of 
birth control,” and later adopted ig 
a motion instructing the Council ak Pkt 
“to hold its peace on all questions ‘ 
relating to morality and delicacy” | 27 
until they have been discussed with / 
its constituents, and though the as- : 
sembly agreed to continue further ea ee 
its participation in the Federal 
Council, the action was far from 
unanimous. oF 

A statement from the church si 
General Council, however, gave en- ‘ithe 
couragement to the majority in 
support of what Dr. Hugh Thom- 
son Kerr of Pittsburg called “the 
needed voice of Protestantism’’— 
the Federal Council. 

Dr. Kerr said the chief adminis- 
trative body of the church was 
“unwilling to provide the comfort 
and satisfaction which our with- 
drawal from the Federal Council 
would give to those forces which 
are hostile to the -Protestant ; 
churches in the evangelical faith.” 

The assembly submitted to the 
presbyteries an overture permitting 
women to hold membership in the 
General Council of the church. It 
disapproved dances and card par- 
ties as church functions and adopt- 
ed a resolution upholding the eight- 
eenth amendment. Commendation 
of the Assembly wa&s sent to Gov. 

Louis L. Emmerson of Illinois for 
his veto of the prohibtion repeal 
bill. , 

The Assembly ordered its board 
of national missions, “in co-opera- 
tion with local churches and pres- 
byteries, to seek to project abd 
promote a practical and construc- 
tive program which will meet the 
immediate needs of the unem- 


ployed; namely, first work, and 
second, relief.”

MONTREAT, N. C., June 3, — 
The general assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United 
States (Southern) by a vote of 135 
to 105, last night adopted a com- 
mittee report forbidding further 
negotiations with four church 
groups looking toward organic 
union but adopted a section of the 
report providing for continued 
work on a plan of federal union 

The assembly adopted unani- 
mously a resolution expressing 
“our fraternal love” for the Fed- . 
eral Council of Churches of Christ, :

“COLLEGES SHOULD 
PRODUCE CITIZENS” 


Says Furtherance of ‘‘Inter- 
national Community” Is 
Being Forced by Needs, 
Not Altruism. 


By the Associated Press, 
. COLUMBIA, Mo., June 3.—A 
world outlook for citizens of Amer- 
ica, as necessary for America’s own 
interests, was advocated by Dr. 
Manley O. Hudson of the Harvar¢ 
Law School, in the eighthy-ninth 
commencement address at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri here today. 

“A training is needed for the 
Trole of citizen in this .modern 
world,” Dr. Hudson said, “and it is 
not the least important of the 
missiong of a university that it 
should produce citizens with some 
understanding of the world in 
which we live, and of the extent 
to which it has changed in the 
course of recent times.” 

Education Essential. 

Although gave warning 
against too blind a belief that edu- 
cated men will always prevail in 
councils concerning public affairs, 
Dr. Hudson stated there can be no 
doubt that education is essential to 
citizenship in a modern world. 

He outlined the changes that 
have taken place in society during 
recent times, and spoke of the ad- 
justments that modern living re- 
quires. 

“None of the recent changes 
seems more significant than the 
extension of the area within which 
we have to live our daily lives,” 
he said. “Our effort now has to 
be directed with reference to con- 
ditions in a larger part of the 
world than that of any previous 
generation.” 

It was inevitable,’the speaker 
said, that men should search for 
new political conceptions and or- 
ganizations with which to solve the 


problems of the wing world 
community.. He told“ the first 
league among nati he Inter- 


national Telegraphic Union, organ- 
ized in 1865, and others which fol- 
lowed. 

Neegs, Not Altruism Basis. 

“Such agencies were founded,"'. 
Dr. Hudson said, “not on any al- 
truistic impulse, not on any ideal of 
human solidarity, but on the very 
pressing needs of a workaday 
world.” 

In thé more. clearly political 
field, a shocking experience seems 
to have been a necessary prelude 
to organization for common Action, 
he continued, 

“Only the tragedies’ of the war 
disclosed to various peoples the 
extent their interdependenc@ made 
such organization necessary,”’. he 
said. “If the war had ended with- 
out that disclosure, its sacrifices 
might all have-been in vain. It 

i must always remain to the credit 
of the American people that we 
insisted that it-should not end so.” 

Dr. Hudson's own experiences 
with the, work of the League of 
Nations enabled him to speak on 
that subject with authority, and he 
called it “our greatest contribution 
to: the futdre,’’ declaring that the 
Laague of Nations has come into 
the world to stay. 

“Now it is in this organized 
world of states that we must live 
our lives as citizens of one state," 2

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“Tl would place before you no 
vague ideal of world citizenship. 
That is not a doctrinaire interna- 
tionalism. It is not even a plea for 
world peace, I am not urging any 
mitigation of the loyalty which each 
of us feels toward his’ own com- 
munity, nor of the patriotism which 
all of us have for our own coun- 
try. I am suggesting that we can- 
not play our role as citizens in this 
age unless we see our. Own coun- 
try as a part of a larger world, 
and unless»we see that world as a 
whole society. 

“Nor is it an abstract attitude 
that I would commend. On the 
citizen’s conception of his world 
will depend his attiude toward such 
strictly national questions as agri- 
cultural relief and the tariff; on it 
will depend, also, our country's at. 
titude toward the organization of 
the world for co-operation and 
peace. If we would prefer to be 
ruled by the past, if we would 
listen to the sneers.cof a yellow 
press, if we would insist on the 
tenets of an exaggerated national- 
ism, we shall neither prove to be 
uséful to America nor shall we 
be sure of serving the interests of 
our own local communities.”

30,000-YEAR-OLD 
SKULL OF A CHILD 
FOUND IN PALESTINE 


Discovery Considered Evidence 
of Wide Dispersion of 
European Ancestral Race. 


By the Associated Press. 
JERUSALEM, June 3.—A dis- 
covery expected to prove of great 
importance in throwing light on 
prehistoric man was made by the 


young American archeologist, The- 
odore McCown, at Wady Moughara 
Athlit yesterday. 

It was a child’s skull of the 
Mousterian age, of the same type 
as the “‘Galilee skull’’ found on the 
shore of the Sea of Galilee in 1925. 

The Mousterian man, who suc- 
ceeded the Neanderthal man, is 
generally regarded as the ancestor 
of the modern European type, and 
the Galilee find was the first indi- 
cation that the distribution extend- 
ed as far as Palestine. 

The present skull! is estimated to 
be 30,000 years old. 

The original “Galilee skull” was 
found in a cave at Tabgha, near 
Tiberias, among Mousterian flint 


deposits. The discovery was by 
Francois Turville-Petre, British 
archeologist. 


It was characterized by a pro- 
digious development of the supra- 
orbital prominences and by a de- 
pressed forehead, representing 
something near to the skull of a 
chimpanzee. It also conformed 
closely, archeologists said, to the 
skull of the Neanderthal man.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—A va- 
riety of opinions on regulation of 
highway motor transportation was 
presented to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission yesterday in a 
series of briefs in connection with 


the inquiry designed to develop 
recommendations to Congress. 

Railroad employes, the State 
Railroad Commission of Iowa, the 
Railway Express Agency, the West- 
ern Traffic Executive Committee, 


the Colonial Navigation Co., the 
St. Louis-San Francisco Railway 


and the Interstate Motor Carriers’ 
Association were among those fil- 
ing briefs. 

The railroad employes through 
the Railway Labor Executives As- 
sociation, an organization of the 
heads of railroad labor unions and 
brotherhoods, asked the commission 
to consider the conditions under 
which motor truck and bus em- 
ployes work, and to remove restric- 
tions from railroads that they 
might compete freely on the high- 
ways. 

The Interstate Motor Carriers 
said that to regulate’ interstate 
common carrier busses and trucks 
would foree a monopoly, restrict 
development of highway transpor- 
tation and make the _ interstate 
common carrier truck “the Trelp- 
less prey of the private carrier and 
the contract and privately owned 
truck.” 

The Iowa Board of Railroad 
Commissioners urged regulation of 
interstate bus and truck triffic by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion co-operating with state com- 
missions but with the right of state 
bodies to regulate sated othe traf- 
fic unabridged. 

The Railway Express Agency 
contended ‘regulation of rates end 
service and adequate payment in 
the form of taxes by the motor 
carrier for the special use made 
by him of public highways and for 
the general support of Government 
are the first steps necessary as a 
legal basis for the effectual co- 
ordination of motor and ruil trans- 
portation.”’ 

The Western Traffic F.xecutives 
Committee said: 

“Unless we are prepared to say 
the scheme of regulation embodied 
in the Interstate Commerce act 
which has developed over a 1: riod 
of more than 40 years is a Yailure, 
it is difficult to see how the exten- 
sion of the plan for reguiation of 
motor carriers can be view2d_ as 
anything but a step forward in 
providing the American punblic with 
the best and most reliaple trans- 
portation service available.”

A VICTORY FOR FREE SPEECH. 

By holding unconstitutional the Minnesota newspa- 
per gag law, the United States Supreme Court reaf- 
firmed the great democratic principle of freedom of 
the press. The decision was based on that clause 
of the fourteenth amendment, reading: “* * * nor 
shall any state deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property, without due process of law.” It was the 
view of the court that a law authorizing.a Judge 
to suppress by permanent injunction any publication 
he regarded as “malicious, scandalous or defamatory” 
infringed the liberty of the press, thus guaranteed. 
This means not only that the Minnesota law is dead, 
but that no other state may so restrain the press. 

Passed in 1925 at the behest of a legislator who 
was being attacked by a fly-by-night publication 
known as the Duluth Rip Saw (the Rip Saw died be- 
fore the law could be applied to it), the law was used 
in 1927 to suppress the Saturday Press of St. Paul. 
This was a weekly paper whose attacks on gambling, 
vice and gangsterism aroused considerable resent- 
ment among public officials charged with law en- 
forcement. Judge Matthias A. Baldwin issued an 
injunction, without notice or hearing, prohibiting the 
publication of the Press. The complaint was brought, 
by County Attorney Floyd B. Olson, who, in 1931, as 
Governor, asked the Legislature to repeal the law. 
Twice the Supreme Court of Minnesota upheld the 


Federal or the Minnesota Constitution, though the 
latter declares: “The liberty of the press shall for- 
ever remain inviolate, and all persons may freely 
speak, write and publish their sentiments on all sub- 
jects, being responsible for the abuse of such right.” 
The case was appealed to the Supreme Court by the 
Chicago Tribune and the American Newspaper Pub 
lishers’ Association. The former’s brief said: “The 
Minnesota State law appears to be the first attempt 
since the adoption of the Federal Constitution boldly 
and unblushingly to provide for suppression in ad- 
vance of publication.” 

If the law had been upheld in the United States 
Supreme Court, it would mean that newspapers would 
be in danger of judicial censorship and that the press 
could no longer perform. its most valuable function, 
namely, the free discussion and criticism of- public 
affairs. At the time of the enactment of this law, 
we said: “To enjoin probable future crime is a 
tyrannical novelty, unknown to any previous period 
of our legal history. Heretofore we have relied sole- 
ly on the punishment of completed offenses, the only 
course consonant with freedom and justice.” We 
made the point that the libel laws already provide 
punishment for untruthful, malicious and scandalous 
charges, and that they constitute a sufficient curb on 
journalistic freedom. The New York Herald Tribune 
said: “If such a measure as the Minnesota muzzling 
law has neither state nor Federal check, the freedom 
of the press in this country is wide open to success- 
ful assault.” “If the way is opened, as it is in this 
statute,” pointed out the Kansas City Star, “for the 
shielding of political inefficiency, with the aid of a 
court of similar political complexion, the public clear- 
ly is left without recourse or protection.” And the 
Houston Post-Dispatch predicted that “if the present 
tendency in the judiciary continues, in due course of 
time the newspapers will find themselves being edited 
from the bench.” 

In this case, as in the Indiana chain store, Bland- 
MacIntosh and other recent decisions, Chief Justice 
Hughes is found with Holmes, Brandeis and Stone in 
what has been termed the liberal wing of the court. 
Hughes’ opinion is a masterful presentation of the 
principle of free press. Its reasoning derives intel- 
lectually from John Milton’s Areopagitica and from 
Thomas Jefferson, who said, “Where the press is 
free, and every man able to read, all is safe.” To 
this Hughes adds: 

Equally unavailing is the insistence that the 
statute is designed to prevent the circulation of 
scandal which tends to disturb the public peace 
and promote assaults and commission of crimes. 
Charges of reprehensible conduct, and in particu- 
lar of official malfeasance, unquestionably cre- 
ate a public scandal, but the theory of the con- 
stitutional guaranty is that even a more serious 
public evil would be caused by authority to pre- 
vent publication.

for these purposes, for building new roads and for 
converting more of the old cinder and dirt lanes. 
Road building in a growing community like St. Louis 
County is a never-ending task, but one that quickly 
pays for itself through the increase in land values 
and the transportation savings of the motoring public. 
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THE PRICE OF RECKLESS DRIVING. 

In his instructions to the June grand jury, Judge 
Green referred to the 72 fatalities from automobile 
accidents since Jan. 1, as compared with 35 mur- 
ders, or deaths from violence. He explained that in 
a motor fatality there must be more than mere neg- 
ligence on the driver’s part to constitute man- 
slaughter; there must be the element of recklessness 
or disregard for the pedestrian’s safety, and he re- 
marked, as a matter of observation, that this reck- 
lessness is often present. If such cases are presented 
it is the jury’s duty, he charged, to return indict- 
ments. 

Thus in a few words Judge Green has strikingly 
stated the case of the public against the reckless mo- 
torist. It is to be hoped, too, the grand jury will 
literally carry out the instructions. Yet this is a 
problem which should be solved with prevention 
rather than punishment. It was prevention which the 
Automobile Club of Missouri undertook to invoke in 
the code it submitted to the Legislature. One of the 
proposed measures, the driver’s license bill, was aimed 
at the driver whose recklessness, or disregard for 
human life, is a constant menace. That bill as drawn 
conformed to the traditional legal assumption of the 
accused’s innocence until proved guilty. It gave 
everyone a certificate of competence which continued 
in effect until forfeited, when suspension of the driv- 
ing privilege would follow for a fixed period. 

It was an excellent bill, which would, it was said, 
have saved 200 lives annually in Missouri. The Leg- 
islature deliberately refused to pass it. By that re- 
fusal the Legislature will be morally responsible for 
more than 25 per cent of the automobile fatalities in 
this State during the ensuing two years, when the 
next Legislature will be asked to pass this fair and 
badly needed safety measure. 

Meantime, Judge Green is to be commended for 
hammering home the fact that the reckless motorist 
is twice as deadly as the professional criminal.

to connote a certain measure of superi- 
ority, and so politicians attempt to appro- 
priate it as descriptive of whatever their 
attitude may happen to be on whatever 
subject may happen to confront them. 

Yet the term, j liberalism, is entitled to 
better treatment and more respect. It ought 
to signify something of the spirit of faith 
and of the hope that heartens. Liberalism 
is essentially a state of mind, rather than 
a definite program or policy. It is the 
open mind. It does not advocate change 
for the sake of change nor hold that what- 
ever is is wrong, any more than that what- 
ever is is right. In the words of St. Paul, 
it would prove all things, but hold fast only 
to that which is good. It is quite as keen 
to keep what has stood the test of time and 
experience as to experiment with change. 


T ODAY “liberalism” seems to be the con- 


Sound liberalism believes in the power of 


Society to shape its destiny by the use of 


applied réason and intelligence. It has 
faith in the liberating power of knowledge 
and in the capacity of men to bring about 
change by the use of enlightened effort. 
One might say that it is the spirit of modern 
science applied to politics—the spirit that 
examines, criticises, experiments and then 
constructs. As contrasted with toryism or 
standpat conservatism, it must be regarded 
as a distinct force and as embodying a dis- 
tinct political philosophy. To me it rep- 
resents the progressive and creative im- 
pulse in politics. Its criticisms may some- 
times be destructive, but its aspirations are 
always constructive. 

It is a mistake to confuse liberalism with 
radicalism. Both may aspire to make this 
a better world in which to live, but there 
is no similarity in their methods of ap- 
proach. Liberalism believes that the ills of 
the body politic, our manifest social and 
economic injustices and maladjustments, 
and the mistakes and defects of govern- 
ment will not cure themselves nor be cured 
by piling law upon law or converting gov- 
ernment into an overloaded machine of 
an over-powered tyrant, but that these 
things can be cured only by the evolution- 
ary processes) of enlightened and con- 
structive effort and leadership. It has faith 
in the sanity and common sense of the 
people. It fights ignoranée and hypocrisy 
and intolerance, and holds that government 
was made for men and not men for gov- 
ments. Its real strength lies in recogniz- 
ing that its powers are limited and that its 
vitality depends on its responsiveness to 
the will of the people. 


= s = 
Liberalism does not always mean going 
forward. It often takes us back to funda- 
mentals. 
_ Leok, for instance, at national prohibition 
“not at the hopes and high aims and dis- 


tant dreams of the men and women who 


believed it heralded the dawn of a world 
reborn, but rather at its realities, These 
realities may conform to the conditions and 
needs of some sections and communities of 
the country, but in other sections and com- 
munities they have brought new forms of 


cémmercialized crime, gangsters and rack- 
eteers, and have even spotted the ermine 
of the judiciary itself. 

I conceive of liberalism as a force broad 
@nough and enlightened enough to retrace 
our country’s steps to the harbor that 
should never have been left, and apply to 
this unhappy situation the formula of self- 
government which alone will solve the 
problems the eighteenth amendment has 
caused in almost every one of the diversi- 
fied states of this diversified land. 

Or again: With an overflow of goods 
from our factories and of produce from 
our fields creating a surplus which could 
be absorbed only through increasing our ex- 
port trade, is it too much to hope that 
enlightened liberalism may some day take 
us back to the safe citadel of sounc and 
non-discriminatory economics, and destroy 
this tariff walt which is bringing reprisals 
and retaliations from other nations whose 
trade we ought to have and whose good 
will should be an American asset? 


And if times are hafd and taxes hich, 
if the grain surplus mounts and unemploy- 
ment reaches new peaks, perhaps a new 
order of business statesmanship may real- 
ize that-something is the matter with our 
economic structure when ruch things can 
be, and a liberalized industry may see the 
problem as one of its own. It may recog- 
nize that there should be an ente ste cordizle 
between government and business, but never 
an unholy alliance, and that our industrial 
system can do much by putting its own 
house in order instead of looking to gov- 
ernment to police it or subsidize it or to 
cure the ills of its own making. 

The past decade has witnessed the scram- 
ble for wealth and power and the growing 
indifference to the rights of others. It has 
Seen succeSs measured by the standard of 
money only. 

The fact is that after the war we entered 
an era of money making and" reckless 
spending, of credit and inst -llment buying, 
and an age of paper fortunes. These 
brought overproduction, too much expan- 
sion, excessive inflation. All this overtaxed 
the world’s capacity to consume. And then 
at last came inevitable: reaction and crash.

I believe that in liberalism lies the rem- 
edy, but it must be a liberalism enlightened 
enough to see that further progress along 
mistaken lines always means danger or 
worse. What is wanted is a return to the 
truths which are fundamental, not only in 
government, but in business and industry as 
well, and in the contacts of our daily lives 
and in the homely virtues. 

Let us realize that liberalism is the very 
opposite of intolerance and of dogmatic 
faith in the rightness of things as they are. 
Everyone who still believes that man is a 
living spirit made in the image of God, and 
who has faith in human institutions and 
in the inherent soundness of democracy and 
the inherent strength of the common man, 
every such one should approach his public 
and political duties girded with the armor 
of true liberalism. Its function is to point 
to a better world and lead the way.

NEW YORK. 
LARMISTS often sound warn- 
A ines that Manhattan Island can 
no longer stand the weight of 
its mammoth towers. They fear 


that the millions of tons of con- 
crete and steel will prove too much 
for the earth’s crust and that some 
day with a despairing glug-glug 
the metropolis will sink. 


But geologists hoot the idea. 
They say human ingenuity cannot 
put too great a strain on the 
island’s surface. It is true under- 
neath the top layer are shifting 
quick sands, natural springs and 
deep pools, but beyond is an im- 
movable base. 


Day by day builders are honey- 
combing the depths. Subways are 
slicing out enormous caverns. Stiil 
there is no possibility of collapse. 
At the bottom of it all is an early 
rock formation that is as firm as 
Gibraltar, so flinty that nothing can 
shake it. 


Technical names for the upper 
crust are schist and dolomite. They 
require cutting drills of the high- 
est pressure to make the slightest 
nick. Boring through them is an 
engineering feat. A tidal wave 
might possibly sway New York 
— but underneath it would 

old. 


The bottom floor of Manhat- 
tan, in instances, is more than 500 
feet below surface, which seems 
enormously deep, yet almost every 
other very largq city has to g0 
deeper to entrench its topping tow- 
ers. Chicago, for ‘example. And 
London. 

New York builders use huge cais- 
sons to go through the muck, 
sands and water to reach rock bot- 
tom. These caissons are filled with 
concrete, and thus become con- 
necting links that never snap. They 
would, the experts aver, resist all 
earthquakes. 

Workers find the below surface 
labor intensely dramatic. In dig- 
ging the foundation of one sky- 
scraper they come across manv 
relics. Hulks of clipper ships, 
now and then a pirate’s treasure 
or ancient pottery are unearthed.

HOW POLICE CAPTURED

MINEOLA, N. Y., June 3. — A 
county police official, who did not 
relax in hunting for a slayer for 
six years, has landed is man, 
Phidp Knox Knapp, charged with 
the slaying in 1925 of Louis rae: 
ella, a taxicab driver. 

Inspector Harold King of Nassau 
County police walked up to a little 
house on a quiet street in West 
Orange,, N. J., early yesterday and 
to the smiling young man who 
opened the door, repeated a line 
from Shakspeare’s “Twelfth 
Night”: “Journeys end in lovers’ 
meeting” 

A few minutes later the young 
man admitted he was Knapp and 
that he had killed Panella. Before 
night he had been brought by air- 
plane to Mineola, arraigned on a 
six-year-old indictment and locked 
up in Nassau County jail to await 


trial. 

In West Orange the young man 
left a dazed and frightened youns 
woman, to whom for five years he 


|had been Allen Kingsbury Phil- 


lips, a devoted husband. He told 
her his story a few minutes before 
relating it to police, and, with his 
arm around her shoulder, he said 
sadly, ‘‘And so all my life has been 
a lie.’ 

A few days ago Inspector King, 
checking through his records, told 
a subordinate once more to send 
out circulars on Knapp and to be 
sure that copies went to the Army, 
Navy, Marines and Coast Guard. 
At the time of the slaying Knapp, 
member of a well-to-do Syracuse 
family, was an enlisted man in the 
air service at Mitehel Field.

With 
this information, King traced his 
man to the New Jersey bungalow.

This same dress may be worn wit 
a lightweight cloth coat to match. 
Or you can wear a suit and carry 
the dress along. You must also 
take with you a heavy warm coat. 
On the steamer a knitted sports 
dress, a silk sports dress (acces- 
sories, shoes, knitted cap or hat 
would do for both if you were care- 
ful about colors) and both the light 
and heavy coat in case of a 
“squall.”” One semi-evening frock— 
either lace or chiffon will not muss 
or will shake out easily. 

The tipping custom is very gen- 
eral and you will have more com- 
fort if you do a reasonable amount. 
About 10 per cent to waiters. For 
porters, cabin stewards and malds, 
you can be governed by the seirv- 
ice they have rendered. Ten certs 
for each package carried, for ice- 
water, for a message, for a shine. 
Fifty cents to the porter who 
brings up your trunk, a dollar each 
to the cabin steward and maid on 
the boat if you are on more than 
two nights or fifty cents if you 
you are not.
